Inflamed Nerve in Tooth 


Is Challenge to Dentist 
By WILLIAM LAWRENCE, D D S .

Hope Is Bleak 
For Surv ivors in 
Snow Avalanche 


KETCHIKAN. Alaska (AP) — 
Survivors of the Granduc min­ 
ing cam p disaster told today of 
struggling 
with 
bare 
hands 
against 
an 
avalanche

swept onto them from a glacier 
just before coffee break time. 
Many of the survivors held no 
hope for miners still missing —•

“ You can forget about them .” 
said one of the men aboard the 
Alaska Ferry Taku, loaned for 
the rescue effort by Alaska Gov.
